The system for detecting defects employs a 
travelling monitor robot (R) for generating an 
image of a particular surface area during 
continuous downstream movement. A sensor 
establishes the distance travelled by the carrier 
jig, and a control unit determines the image 
acquisition recorded by the monitor (R) wrt (a) 
the first sensor output and (b) the output of a 
second sensor. The second sensor signals the 
distance travelled by the monitor (R) during a 




predetermined line movement. A defect results in 
a robot-operated corrective process further 
downstream. USE/ADVANTAGE - Enables 
accurate identification and treatment of defective 
area irrespective of any oscillatory movements of 
carrier.
